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DEPUTIES 


Return Welcomed 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The agreement arrived at last week 
between representatives of the Board 
of Deputies and the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue, was ratified unanimously 
by the Deputies at the Board's meet- 
ing, held at Woburn House, W.C.1, 
last Sunday. The President of the 
Board. the Rev. Dr. A. Conen (Birm- 
ingham), was in the chair. 


The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee, presented by the President, recorded 
thac “this agreed statement completed, 
as far as the Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
are concerned, and to a certain extent 
also the West London Synagogue, the 
agreement made with the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue and the two afore- 
mentioned synagogues, which had already 
been embodied, where required, in the 
Constitution, at the last (June) meeting 
of the Board.” 


New Formula 


The agreement with the Liberal Syna- 
gogue, the report said, embodied the 
draft submitied by Mr. SEGAL 
(Hampstead). and was being unanimously 
recommended by the Executive in sub- 
stitution for the formula submitted to 
the Board in May. 

The statement reads: 

* Having regard to the fact that Clause 1 (a) 
of the Constitution of the Board of Deputies 
states that the Board shal! consist of representa- 
tives of Conerceations of Jews and that the term 
‘Congregation is defined and accepted as one 
which has a religious connotation and that the 
same clause. when referring to Congregations, 
includes the Liberal Jewish Synagogues, the 
Board of Deputies would welcome the return 
of the Liberal Jewish Synagogues to the Board. 

“In view of the difficulty of finding any solu- 
tion to the problem of Marriage Secretaries for 
such Synagogues which would bring lasting agrec- 
ment within the Board. and be recognised as 
honourable to both sides of the dispute, the 
Roard declares that it would regard Parlia- 
mentary legislation as a satisfactory means of 
achieving this purpose, and would not oppose it.” 

The President said that the first para- 
graph, which had been the subject of so 
much controversy, was substantially the 
text drafied by Mr. Segal, with only 
slight alterations. It was a reaffirmation 
by the Board of the terms under which 
the Liberals were admitted to and

BUDAPEST LAWYERS 
EVICTED

VIENNA 
Many Jows were among some 800 
Hungarian lawyers evicted from their 


-homes and deported to the provinces 


recently, according 1o Jewish emigrants 
who arrived here this week from the 
Hungarian capital. 

he lawyers, who were expelled 
together with their families, have been 
put to work on the land. 


No Intervention 


The leaders of the Orthodox Jewish 
community in Hungary, it is. learned, 
recently appealed to the President of the 
Budapest Jewish community, Mr. L. 
Stoeckler, to protest against the deporta- 
tions. The communal leaders, however, 
refused to intervene, and the organ of 
Hungarian Jewry, Us Ever, subsequently 
published a leading article attacking Jews 
who tned to protect those who had been 
d ted, who, it .was alleged, were 
“ fascists, saboteurs, and enemies of the 
people.” All measures were justified in 
dealing with such people. the paper 
added. “ Our heart does not grieve for 
them.” 

Meanwhile leading Hungarian Jewish 
organisations have issued a _ protest 
against the activities of Israel's diplo- 
matic mission in Budapest, reports the 
J.T.A. 

The protest, contained in a statement 
denouncing reports published abroad on 
the alleged maltreatment of Hungarian 
Jews, denies that there has been dis- 
crimination against the Jewish community 
and asserts that Jews have the_ right to 
practise their retigion. 

Jews affected by the recent deporta- 
tions, the statement adds, were not 
expelled because they were Jews, but 
because they were “ capitalists and sup- 
porters of the Horthy régime.” 


PERMITS FOR AUSTRALIA

Ai the suggestion’ of Jewish organisa- 
tions here, the Australian authorities have 
agreed 10 grant immediately a number of 
eniry permits to Hungarian Jews. mainly 
close relatives of former Hungarian Jews

PEACE ENDANGERED 


In requesting the Security Council to 
place the Suez issue on its agenda, Mr. 
Aubrey Eban, the Israeli representative, 
in a letter to Sir Gladwyn Jebb (Britain), 
this month’s President of the Council, 
said that the Egyptian Government, by its 
action, was contravening international 
law and the Suez Canal Convention, 
jeopardising the Egyptian-lsrach Armis- 
tice Agreement, and endangering § the 
peace. and security of the Middle East. 
The Egyptian action also adversely 
affected the economic life of the region, 
and particularly its oil-refining capacity. 
Action by the Security Council was neces- 


’ sary in order to make it clear that the 


United Nations did not acquiesce in this 
flagrant violation .of international law. 


ARAB LEAGUE ATTITUDE 


Cairo 

Azzam Pasha, the Secretary-General of 
the Arab League, said in Alexandria this 
week that the League supports Egypt's 
restrictions on shipping in the Suez 
Canal. Egypt's policy, he said, con- 
formed with the League's blockade of 
Israe!.—-(Reuter) 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION 
IN NEW YORK

The constitutional validuy of “ released 
time ” programmes, which permit child- 
ren to be excused from New York public 
schools for one hour's religious instruc- 
tion every week, was last week upheld 
by the New York State Coun of Appeals 
The practice was opposed by Liberal 
Jewish and Protestant organisations on 
the ground that i was contrary to the 
principle of separation between State and 
Church. The Court, however, ruled that 
the encouragement of religions génerally, 
as distinguished from the establishmen’ 
or support of separate sects, had never 
been considered offensive to the American 
constitutional system. 


MORE ARRESTS 
IN BAGHDAD 


Jews Accused of 


Treason

Berut 

Over 100 Jews have been arrested 
in Iraq following a campaign of 
slander and hate conducted systemati- 
cally for the past few weeks against 
the Baghdad Jewish community by 
the Iraqi authorities and newspapers. 

The detained Jews, it is reported from 
Baghdad, are accused of sabotage, high 
treason, fifth column activities, and of 
converting synagogues into arms depots 

There are between 15,000 and 20.000 
Jews still in the Iraqi capital 

A similar anti-Jewish campaign, though 
on a smaller scale, is being conducted by 
certain elements in Lebanon. In Parlia- 
ment recently, a Lebanese Deputy 
demanded the confiscation of Jewish 
property to help Arab refugees from 
Palestine. 

Lebanese Jews have been accused. of 
sabotaging the Lebanese-Syrian etonomic 
union, and of sowing discord among the 
Arab population. But this campaign. has 
been widely condemned. particularly by 
the moderate press, which claims that 
Jews living in the Arab countries are not 
aiding the State of Israel though. it is 
alleged, many Arabs are acting as Israeli 
agents. 


WARSAW SS. COMMANDER 
ON TRIAL

WARSAW 
After nearly three years of preliminary 
investigation, the trial began here this 
week of Lieutenant-General Jurgen von 


Stroop, commander of the $.S. troops in 
Warsaw during the Ghetto Rising. Stroop 


ise charged with the extermination of at 
least 100,000 Jews of the Warsaw Ghetto. 
and in crushing, in brutal fashion, the 
Ghetio Rising 

Handed over by the Allies in October. 
1948, Stroop has been imprisoned in 
Warsaw and interrogated by the Polish 
Attorney-General. | 
His trial was. originally fixed for 
August, 1949, but postponed owing to 
the mysterious disappearance of SS. 
General Hoefle, who, in 1942 supervised 
the deportation of over 200,000 Warsaw 
Jews to Treblinka, where they were 
murdered. 

Some hundred witnesses, Jews and 
Poles, are to give evidence at Stroop’s 
trial. They include Jews who, afier 
participating in the revolt against the 
Germans, managed to escape through 
the sewers, The trial is expected to last 
several days.

HAHAMS

The Haham, Rabbi Dr. Solomon 
Gaon, who three weeks ago left by 
air to visit Southern Rhodesia and 
the Belgian Congo on the invitation 
of the Sefardi communities, has 
returned to London. 


He told me, in an interview, thai as 
a result of his visit closer ties between 
the Sefardi communities here and over- 
seas had been established. 

Dr. Gaon said that he had been mosi 
impressed with the cordial welcome 
extended to him by Ashkenazi as well as 
by Sefardi communal and Zionist leaders. 

The Sefardi community of Southern 
Rhodesia (of about 800 to 1,000 persons), 
he continued, mosily Jews 
who left the island of Rhodes a genera- 
tion ago. Fol.owing Mussolini's anti- 
Jewish leg'slation in Italy and Italian- 
controlled territories, other Jews from 
the island also emigrated there. 


Economically the community was a 
flourishing one. Salisbury had the largest 
Sefardi community. Services were held 
in the city’s biggest hall, which also 
served as a communal centre. 

The community had acquired a 
spacious property, where the classes 
(opened by the Haham during his visit), 
the newly planned synagogue, and the 
residence of the minister would be 
situated. 

Rabbi Dr. M. Papo (who, during the 
Second World War, was the Sefardi 
minister in Manchester) was the first 
Sefardi. minister in Salisbury and virtu- 
ally the head of the Sefardi community mm 
Southern Rhodesia. 

The religion classes had 120 children 
on the roll and maintained a very high 
standard. 

The Haham said that the Zionis 
movement was very strong in Southern 
Rhodesia. There were Sefardim on the 
Zionist Council, and they co-operated 
in the fund-raising campaigns. 


VISIT TO CENTRAL AFRICA 


Dr. Gaon also visited the largest 
Jewish community in the Belgian Congo, 
Elizabethville, whose 1.200 Jews. almost 
entirely Sefardim, he said, had close con- 
nections with the Salisbury community. 
Most of them had also come from 
Rhodes. The community had only one 
rabbi, who acted also as dayan, shochet. 
and mohel, and as one of the two 
teachers in the religion classes, which 
were attended by 2 children. The 
in smaller communities, such as 
eopoidville, even more to be 
desired. 

The Haham concluded by expressin 
the conviction that it was the duty * 
Anglo-Jewry to assist those Jewish com- 
munities overseas. They looked to this 
country for spiritual guidance, and that 
ay be forthcoming before it was too 
ate.

EQUAL RIGHTS 
FOR WOMEN 


Bill Passed by Knesset

JERUSALEM 
The Bill granting equal rights to 


Isracli women was on Tuesday taken 


through its final stages at a specially 
convened session of the Knesset. It 
has now become law. 

Its main provisions grant women the 
right to retain property belonging to 
them before marriage, and equal rights 
in the guardianship of children. ne 
clause specifies that the new law shall 
not interfere with existing legislation 
regarding marriage and divorce. 

he Religious Bloc. with the exception 
of the Mizrachi. whose members were 
absent during the early stages of the 
deliberations, voted against the opening 
paragraph of the Bill, which States that 
there shall be one law for men and 
women. and invalidates laws which dis- 
criminate againsi women as women. 


Communist Amendment Defeated 


The section of the Bill which sought 
tO impose the provisions of the Bill on 
religious as well as secular courts was 
approved after a compromise had been 
reached between the Mizrachi, Hapoe! 
Hamizrachi,. and Mapai, waiving the law 
in religious courts in cases where both 
parties 10 a dispute, provided they are 
over the age of 18. opt voluntarily for 
the court to give its judgement on the 
basis of the religious laws 

A Communist amendment suggesting 
that all matters of personal status be 
taken out of the hands of the religious 
courts was defeated. i 

An amendment by Mrs. Rachel Kagan, 
Wizo member, and others. that the 
Minisiry of Justice should set up special 
courts, not religious, to deal with the 
matters, was also defeated

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PROGRESSIVE JEWS’ SILVER JUBILEE 


Judaism and Civilisation 
By Jewish Chronicle Reporters 


About 100 delegates attended the 
25th Anniversary Conference of the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism, 
which opened in London on Thursday 
of last week and ended on Wednesday. 

A reception to delegates and guesis 
was held at the West London Synago . 
33, Seymour Place. W.1, on ur’ 
The Hon. Lily H. Montagu, O.B.E., J.P., 
Hon. Secretary of the Union, presided. 

The active pursuit of social justice 
was the prime — all Jews to-day, 
said Dr. Redcliffe Salaman, F.R.S. Pro- 
gress im that great field of endeavour 
could be achieved by Jews only as long 
as they remained a cohesive unit. 

The differences of outlook inherent in 
modern Judaism, Dr. Salaman went on. 
constituted a dividing rather than a 
uniting force. He expressed the hope that 
the Siate of Israec! would become a bond 
of cohesion and unite all Israel in the 
pursuit of its real mission; social justice 
and the dignity of man. ’ 

Addresses of welcome were given by 
Rabbi L. I. Edgar, Rabbi E. Borowitz 
(on behalf of the Reform Youth in the 
US.A.). H. Galinski (Germany), M. 
Greilsammer (France), and |. Greenberg 
(South Africa). 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph Rauch (U.S.A,) 
presented Miss Montagu with a globe of 
the world, as a symbo! of her endeavour 
to bring all Jews into the World Union. 

Rabb; F. M. Isserman (U.S.A.), speak- 
ing at the Sabbath morning service in the 
West London Synagogue, Upper Berke- 
ley Street, W., urged Union delegates to 
_revive Jewish missionary efforts. 


Dr. Baeck’s Address 


Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck gave the presi- 
demial address at the first public session 
of the conference held in the Stern Hall 
of the West London Synagogue on Sun- 
day. Ad the same session an address 
was given by Professor Martin Buber, 
of the Hebrew University. 
Il. Edgar presided. 

Dr. Baeck asseried that the endeavour: 
aspirations, and destiny of Judaism were 
inexorably intertwined with the whole 
history of mankind. Viewing the events 
of the past two years, he described the 
building up of the State of Israel as one 
of the most significant and the most 
historic peripetcias not only in the Jewish 
sphere but also in the history of mankind. 

He went on to speak of the events 
leading up to the formation of the World 
Union created om of the “ productive 
dissimilarities of German Liberalism 
wih us offshoots on the one hand and 
American Reform on the other, That 
Union, whatever is final title, could be 
called plainly a union for Judaism, 
because was by progressive com- 
Position aiming to influence all Jews, to 
make them more religious and more 
genuine in their belief, and to open their 
horizons tO a broader outlook. 

The original hope and task of the 
Union had not yet been fulfilled, Dr. 
Baeck continued. Isolationism, provin- 
cialism, individual shortcomings, and. 
above all, the extermination of German 
and Eastern Jewry had accounted for 
thai. A new structure for the Union was 
now essential 

There ware now only two centres of 
Jewish energy, elasticity, and buoyancy: 
America ant Israel Perhaps a real 
centre might be established in Israel for 
the Wor'd Union. 


Tasks of the Union 


Two major tasks before the Union 
must be = stressed kk should be the 
guardian ofthe sense of the community 
against dogmatism, and it should take the 
lead in bringing about a common Jewish 
moral consciousness by emphasising Kia! 
Yisract. the totality of Judaism. 

Frankly speaking, said Rabbi Baeck., 
Zionism, first and eomnnet active Ameri- 
can Zionism. was ceasing to be a move- 
ment. Fund-raising alone could not be 
called a movement. American Zionism 
was marking tmme, Isracl, too, 
faced a crisis. Attention to the word of 
God and the care of the spirit there 
sometimes seemed to be displaced. There 
was a danger that the two centres might 
finally become alienated. 

The other great task of the Union was 
to take its stand with humanity. Kla! 
Yisrael was meaningless outside the wider 
comtext of the whole of humanity. 

In an address on “ Judaism and Civili- 
gation,” Professor Martin Buber, of the 
Hebrew University, siated that cach 
of the great civilisations could be under- 
stood only when examined at the early 
stages of its development, as a “ life 
system.’ 

lis fundamental. character was always 
a religious and normative one. Religious 
because it always implied an attachment 
of human life to be absolute which, 
akhough susceptible of intellectual com- 
prehension, was essentially concrete ; and 
normative because thé principle, though 
always relating to transcendental Being 
controlling the Universe, proclaimed that 

ing as exemplary for man, as that 
which alone, if imitated by him in his 
life. atthtude, and social structure, brough: 
order and meaning into earthly existence. 

Man as he was rebelled in practice 
against what he recognised in theory. L 


Rabbi Leslie 


was precisely in that mute struggle of 
man with the spirit that the rise of a 
great Civilisation originated. 

Among the great civilisations of the 
ancient world there was one in which 
the religious and normative principle 
manifested Kself with unique pregnancy, 
Professor r went on. For Israel, 
the principle was the norm and the law ; 
for Israel's God it was the mobile foun- 
dation, symbolised the Ark and the 

ablets, on which He wanted to place 
His earthly throne. Deity and mankind 
were bound together in the unparalleled 
concreteness of the Covenant.” 

To appreciate fully the significance of 
prophetic religion for mankind they had 
to ask why it was in Israel that the 
normative principle voiced its great pro- 
test against any such development of 
civilisation as tended to deprive that 
principle of its absolute validity. The 
answer lay in that religious realism 
peculiar to Israel, which had no room for 
a truth remaining abstract, hovering self- 
sufficiently above reality, but for which

Mrs. L. A. Rosett (U.S.A.) presided 
at the evening session, which was held 
in the Montefiore Hall of the Liberal 
Jewish 28, St. John's Wood 
Road, N.W8.

In his message M. Fleg said that he 
had. always had a profound respect for 
Orthodox Judaism. They owed it to that 
form of Judaism that they existed ai all. 
But it was none the less true that more 
than ever before Liberal Jews were cha)- 
lenged by circumstances to acc lish 
tasks which had never before n 
equalied. He would like to see Liberal 
Jews concenitate on the old Messianic 
hope of Israel, in a form which was most 
spiritual and at the same time with a 
strong modern

ec fact that the Divine demand 
remained unfulfilled engendered the 
Messianic promise. Round him, first 
Israel and then the city of God would be 
buik up. This was noi conceived of as 
conquering and superseding a defective 
human civilisation, but as hallowing, pre- 
serving, and perfecting 

When at last Jews stepped ow of the 
ghetto world the unique unity of people 
and religion developed a deep rift which 
had since become deeper. Even the re- 
emry of the Jews into the Jewish State 
was most intimately affected by that rift. 

A home and the freedom to realise the 
principle of their being had been granted 
to them anew. but Israe! and the prin- 
ciple of tts being had come apart. 

Concerning the Diaspora, nowhere was 
there manifest a striving to heal the rift 
and to hallow their communal life, said 
Professor Buber. Civilisation was dis- 
integrating, and the quesiion was whether 
its roots coukd be saved and who cou'd 
save them. . They must recognise them. 
selves; they, in whom the mysterious 
affirmation and negatfon was implanted, 
were the keepers of the roots. 

The afternoon's session was devoted to 
a discussion of the morning's addresses. 
Rabbi Dr. M. C. Weiler (South Africa) 
presided, and Dr. R. Assagiol: (Italy) 
was the first speaker. 


“Sunday-School™ Judaism 


Sharp criticism was voiced at some of 
the remarks of Mr. Joseph Bentwich. 
Principal of the Biram Schoo!s in Isracl. 
Mr. Bentwich had suggesied that “ Sun- 
day-school Judaism could not produce 
100 per cen Jews. He had asserted that 
a Jew could live a full Jewish life only 
in Israel. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Maybaum claimed that 
his experience convinced him that “ Sun- 
day-school " Judaism could produce a 
100 per cent Jew. He did not 
wish to revive the old Liberal anti- 
Zionism, nor did he wish to minimise 
his love of Zion, but to him Israel was 
part of the Galut. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Rauch declared that 
in Israel there were thousands of Jews 
who were not interesied in Jewish life 
in the sense that they of the World 
Union understood it. 

Professor Buber said tha: the essential! 
question was not what a Jew could 
achieve as an individual but what work 
he was prepared to coniribute to the 
whole life of the community. They 
were not under any illusion in Isracl that 
they were living in a country of accom- 
plished Zionism, even though many of 
the conditions for its accomplishment 
had been given them, They had achieved 
Zionism only in the geographical sense 
and not in the full prophetic sense. 
There remained the gigantic task of he'p- 
ing to make Israel into Zion,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


To Dwell Alone 


“For from the top of the rocks I 
see him, and from the hills I behold 
him ; lo, it is a people that shall dwell 
alone, and shail not be reckoned 
among the nations.” 

—( Numbers xxiii, 9.) 


EW statements in sacred literature 

have aroused greater discussion 

than this. It has been used as a 
weapon for attack against the Jew, 
and the Jew in his turn has used it 
as a means of defence. ) 

This memorable expression was 
used by the heathen prophet, Balaam, 
when he was commissioned to lay a 
curse upon Israel. He stood upon the 
hilltop and saw Israel encamped in 
the plain below. He saw them isolated 
and secluded, shut off from the rest of 
the nations, a people dwelling alone, 
following their own customs and 
forms of religious ritual. Israel was 
distinct from all the heathen peoples 
of the then known world. Seeing 
them thus encamped round about 
their sanctuary he was moved to utter 
these words, which we have accepted 
as an expression of blessing. 

But there are some who consider 
that this was a typical example of the 
cunning of the heathen spokesman, 
for it reveals not Israel's strength but 
its weakness, For the Jew, it is said. 
revels im the compliments showered 
upon him by his non-Jewish neigh- 
bour. and the kindly things said of 
him by the Gentile usually mean more 
to him than anything one Jew may 
say of another. It is worthy of note 
that even the rabbis of the Midrash 
‘suspected Balaam of harbouring some 
hidden motive behind this compli- 
ment, for they said: “From. the 
expression of his blessing you can 
deduce his real intention.” 


‘THE deeper appreciation of Balaam’s 
remarks, however. forces one 
dominant thought to the fore. He 
actually saw people dwelling 
alone,” and this must have left a deep 
impression upon him. It has not been 
unusual for Werogatory remarks to be 
passed about “Jewish isolation” and 
the methods employed for the preser- 
vation of this separateness. For the 
Jew has maintajned a_ distinctiveness 
and has striven throughout the cen- 
turies tO preserve it. It was not 
accidental but intentional. And it was 
natural that his desire to maintain 
his own peculiar identity should 
arouse misgivings among the peoples 
in whose midst he dwelt. 
In ancient Egypt it was said that 
we were a foreign element within 
the hody politic and therefore a 


menace to the stability and security 
of the country. This accusation has 
been repeated all too often in sub- 
sequent history, and has not been 
neglected in our own generation ; and 
whenever it has been uttered it has 
caused untold physical pain and men- 
tal anguish to the Jew. . 

This awareness of Jewish difference 
has become a slogan of all those who 
refuse to accept the differences which 
exist between various peoples, and 
especially minority groups. It has 
become the catchword of those who 
refuse to grant to any people the 
right to be different. 


the Jew it comes naturally to 

assume that each people has the 
God-given right to display its own 
individuality. Just as every man by 
his very nature is different from every 
other man, so peoples differ in charac- 
ter, outlook, and temperament. 

The fact that every single human 
being differs in physical appearance 
from every other, and each possesses 
something which is unique to himself 
alone, is a reflection of the miracle of 
creation. This is a revelation of the 
greatness of God's handiwork. For 
no man can so vary his craftmanship 
as to produce so many billions of 
objects all differing from each other 
in some particular detail, 

The Jew firmly believes that what is 


true of individuals must be truce of - 


peoples and nations. Each is unique, 
and each can contribute part of its 
own genius to the common wealth 
of the peoples of the world. 

For the Jew this dwelling alone is 
not an act to be condemned but 
rather to be encouraged. He sees in 
it‘not political or economic isolation 
but spiritual diversity." Thereby he is 
given the opportunity to contribute his 
share to the common pool of human 
experience and the welfare of man.

ENGLISH-SPEAKING 
IMMIGRANTS 


U.S.A. Zionists’ Plan 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Plans to increase tenfold the present 
rate of pioneer immigration into Israel 
from the English-speaking and other 
Western countries will be put before 
the 23rd Zionist Congress, Mr. Zvi 
Lurie, member of the American 
Section of the Jewish Agency Execu- 
tive in charge of the Aliya and 
Chalutziut Departments, told me in 
an interview. The plans are included 
in the proposals to be submitted to 
Congress by the American Section of 
the Agency, he said. 

Mr. Lurie arrived here last week from 
the United States. He left on Tuesday 
for Paris on his way to Israel, where he 
will take part in the plenary session of 
the Jewish Agency preceding the Zionist 
Congress. 

Steps were to be taken after the Con- 
gress, said Mr. Lurié¢, to ensure that five 
per cent of the total immigration into 
Israel be drawn from the Anglo-Saxon 
countries, On the basis of an annual 
immigration of 150,000, this would. mean 
that some 7.500 pioneers would have to 
come from Anglo-Saxon countries, 
as compared with 750, including 500 from 
the United States. who went to Israel 
during the past 12 months. 


Mr. Lurie. a member of Mapam, 


inspected training farms of Hechalutz, 


Hashomer Haizair, and Bachad during 
his stay in this country. In France he 
will also inspect hachshara centres and 
prepare a report to be submitted to the 
Jewish Agency session opening on 
August |. That meeting, he said, would 
lay down the final agenda for the Con- 
gress. The main items, he believed, 
would be: (1) the legal status of the 
Jewish Agency; (2) co-operation between 
the Zionist Movement and the Israeli 
Government: (3) a new Zionist pro- 
gramme to supersede the Basile pro- 
gramme: (4) the future organisation of 
the movement in the. various Countries ; 
and (5)' promotion of pioneer immigra- 
tion and the influx of private capital.

SPIRITUAL VALUES 
OF JUDAISM 


Sir Leon Simon’s Plea to 
Israel

An appeal to Israeli Jewry to pay 
greater regard to the spiritual values 
of Judaism was made by Sir Leon 
Simon, C.B., at a dinner given in 
celebration of his 70th birthday by the 
Zionist Federation of Great Britain 
and Ireland and the Friends of the 
Hebrew University, at the Park Lane 
Hotel, London, on Tuesday. Mr. J 
Halevy, Chairman of the Federation, 
presided. 

Sir Leon said that he had always been 
a propagator of the teaching of Ahad 
Ha'am. The central idea of Zionism was 
not only the establishment of a Jewish 
State but the emphasising of the spiritual 
values of Judaism. There must be a 
Jewish State and nation in Israel, but that 
did not exhaust the significance of 
Zionism. The precipitous setting up of 
Israel meant a concentration on political 
and material problems, and one did not 
see any obvious signs of spiritual care 
for Judaism. 


Bond with the Diaspora 


That could not go on for ever, he con- 
tinued. Nobody could expect the people 
of Isracl to be a people of saints, but one 
did -expect the State to show concern 
about the things of the spirn and to 
bring to the forefront Jewish teaching in 
dealing with problems. The bond between 
the Jews of Israel and the Jews of the 
Diaspora was of a spiritual nature. 

There was a need, said Sir Leon, for 
reviving the teaching of Ahad Ha’am. 
The Zionist Organisation must work for 
the spreading of spiritual values. It had 
not en. sufficiently recognised in the 
past by the Zionist Organisation that the 


Hebrew University had a fundamental 


place in the realisation of Zionism. The 
University had always been treated as a 
side show, as something which could be 
left to the non-Zionists. That had to be 
altered. He hoped that the Zionist move- 
ment would m fuiure devote more 
attention to the spiritual and cultural side 
of Zionism than it had done im the past. 

Professor Norman Bentwich, O.B.E.., 
presented Sir Leon with a cheque con- 
tributed by the latter's friends and 
admirers. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P.. the Rev. J. 
K. Goldbloom, Mr. Samucl Landman, 


and Mr. Israel Cohen also paid tributes 


to Sir Leon and Lady Simon.

“Is Another Hitler Rising?” was the 
subject of a recent address given by Dr.

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VOTES FOR WOMEN 
APPROVED 


“ Female Full-price 
Members ”

The report of the special committee 
of the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue on the rights and privileges of 
women seatholders, which contained 
the unanimous recommendation that 
the “rights and privileges of female 
full-price members (seatholders in 
in their own right) be extended” to 
enable them to vote, was adopted by 
the Counci! at its meeting at Woburn 
House, London, on Monday. Mr. 
Frank Samuel, a Vice-President, was 
in the chair. 

As reported last week, this recom- 
mendation also contained “ a safeguard ” 
that no woman would be eligible for 
election as an hon. officer of the United 
Synagogue, us Council, or any of its 
synagogues, or to the Board of Manage- 
mem of any of its synagogues. The 
recommendation will necessitate amend- 
ments to the by-laws of the United 
Synagogue by a joint mecting of the 


Council and the clected delegates of 
constituent synagogues. 


Chief Rabbi's Ruling 


The report stated that the recom- 
mendation, coupled with the ™ safe- 
uard.” “effected the objects of the 
hief Rabbi's ruling and must be 


- regarded as an indivisible whole,” and 


that “i would not be possible for any 
amendment to be made either at the 
Council meeting or at the joint meeting 
that the ‘ safeguard’ be removed.” 

The recommendation affects 3,554 
women seatholders in the constituent, 
district, and affiliated synagogues. 

Moving the adoption of the report, 
the Chairman emphasised the com- 
plete unanimity among the members of 
the commutice who had presented it. 

The mouon was seconded by Mr. Isaac 
Landau. a me r of the committee, 
who said that the ruling of the Chief 
Rabbi. which while granting the fran- 
chise to women seathoiders in their own 
righ denied them the right to stand for 
election, provided an excellent and safe 
basis for a solution, accepfabic to all. 


Threat of Split 


A motion for the reference back of the 
report was moved by Mr. A. Boxer, who 
said that the committee was unable to 
state any reason. why the recommenda- 
uuon to gtant franchise to women seai- 
holders was to-day more acceptable than 
in 1926 or 1928, when the conjoint meet- 
ings resected ut. The recommendation, 
he said, by removing one injustice, 
created another one, for mt accorded to 
widows and spinsters a right which was 
denied to the wives of seathokders. 

The franchise, he continued, might 
become the first siep to further changes 
which wou'd spliu the Untted Synagogue. 

Mr. S. A. Stratton seconded the refer- 
ence back, but after the Chairman had 
given an assurance that if the report was 
adopted the technical details would again 
be reconsidered, he agreed to withdraw 
his support of the motion. 

The motion was then seconded by Mr. 
Michaec! Lyons. 

Although both the Chairman and Mr. 
Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E.. K.C.. 
intervened to explain that H was out of 
order to debate the franchise for women 
who were not seatholders in their own 


right because that was outside the 


special committee’s terms of reference 
and not in accordance with the ruling 
given by the Chief Rabbi, members 

rsisted in pressing the matier and a 

“aied discussion ensued, 

The Chairman announced that the 
report, after reconsideration of its kgal 
details, wou'd again be brought before 
the Council, ore the joint meeting. 
The reference back was then put to the 
vole and heavily defeated, and the 
recommendations approved with only 
eight dissentients.

INCIDENT 


No Reply from Egypt 


From our Parliamentary

Mr. Herserr Morrison, the Foreign 
Secretary, said in Parliament on Monday 
that no reply had yet been received from 
the Egyptian Government to the protest 
made as a result of the boarding of the 
Empire Roach. 

P.s were surprised when Mr. Mor- 
rison said that the Empire Roach, when 
stopped, was within Egyptian territorial 
waters but outside what the Egyptian 
authorities had déclared to be a pro- 
hibited zone. This appeared to conflict 
with the earlier made by Mr.

GERMAN REARMAMENT 


Replying to a series of questions on 
German rearmament, Mr. Eanest Davies, 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
said im Parhament on Monday thai the 
Government had received no representa- 
tions from the U.S. High Commissioner 
for Germany on the subject of a German 
contribution to Western defence. and 
there was no suggestion that they should 
discuss it with him. 

Mrs. Bareara (Lab., Blackburn. 
East) asked if there was any truth in 
the report that the Bonn Government, 
with the backing of the American 
authorities, had produced a plan for 
German rearmament which would involve 
the revival of the German War Ministry 
and German General Siaff, manned by 
ex-Nazi generals. “ Will you give an 
assurance that the British Government 
will oppose such a plan?” she asked 
amid cheers. 

“]T am certainly not aware of any such 
plan,” Mr. Davies replied. 


GERMAN PROPERTY IN U.K. 


Mr. A. G. Borromiey, the Secretary 
for Overseas Trade, in a written Parlia- 
mentary answer to Mr. F. J. Errowe 
(Con., Altrincham and Sale), on Tuesday, 
said that the total value of German 
property in the United Kingdom was 
estimated at about £15,000,000 of which 
nearly £12,000,000 was in liquid form.

THE SUEZ ISSUE 


U.S.A. Attitude Uncertain 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


The British Government's decision 
to raise the issue of Egyptian tactics 
in the Suez Canal area before the 
Security Council must be regarded as 
an outcome of the recent dispute over 
the Empire Roach incident. It seems 
to have been taken at short notice, 
following the truculent behaviour of 
the Egyptian Government in its treat- 
ment of the original British protest 
against the seizure of this ship. 
Although this incident will not be 
mentioned in the statement to be 
addressed by Britain to the Security 
Council, it has undoubtedly proved 
the turning point. 

An effort is now being made io explain 
the delay in bringing Egypt's flagrant 
violation of international law to the 
attemion of the Unned Nations. It has 
taken the British Government over two 
years to discover that Egypt is not 
entited io bar the Canal to ordinary 
commerce. In extenuation, it is now 
argued that Israel has been equally slow 
in Making a complaint—it was only last 
week that Israel placed the matter before 
the Security Council. But this was 
because. the attitude of the major Western 
Powers had hitherto been in doubt. Or 


‘rather, it was regarded as certain in Tel 


Aviv that the Israeli comp'aint would 
not receive the necessary backing. 


Common Interests 


The change in Britain's attitude has come 
quite recemily, and it was only then that 
the Israeli Government decided to pro- 
ceed with its complaint. This conjunc- 
hon i now described in Cairo as an 
Angio-Israeli plot.” 1 is, in fact, one 
more sign that Britain and Israc! are 
discovering the existence of common 
interests. 

Egypt has now received formal pro- 
tests against its blocking of the Canal 
from many maritime countries, including 
the United States, France, and Holand. 
The Security Council can hardly fail to 
act on a complaint which raises such 
fundamental issues of world trade and 
international law. Yet Egypt may count 
on some support, # only trom the Soviet 
bloc and one or two South American 
countries. It t also not quite certain 
how far the- United States is prepared to 
poems the issue at this time. Washington 

as lately shown a tendency to go sofily 
in the Middle East. as can be seen from 
the Harriman mission to Persia. It was. 
in fact, partly in order to counteract this 
tendency that Britain has decided to act. 
An extension of the present American 
policy from Persia to Egypt could easily 
lead to the complete toss of British and 
Western control over the Cana! Zone.

NEAR EAST PEACE 
PROPOSALS 


New American Plan 
By JON KIMCHE 


LONDON, Wednesday 

American State Department officials 
are now working on the first specific 
proposal that may lead to the con- 
clusion of a settlement between Israc! 
and the Arab States. 

The draft has been prepared by two 
State Depariment officials, Mr. W. 
Palmer and Mr. J. Barco, the U.S. repre- 
sentatives on the Palestine Conciliation 
Commission. Mr. Barco recently left the 
Commission's headquarters for Washing- 
ton {0 assist in the further working out 
of the proposals. Meanwhile, there have 
been informal diplomatic soundings in 
the Middle East capitals to gauge Arab 
and Israeli reaction to thé plan. 

The plan itself js comparatively simple 
in Outhne. Kt arises from two premises 
which Messrs. Palmer and Barco con- 
sider essential for any setilement. The 
first is that the passing of time does not 
make ~~ | easier; if anything. the 
position will steadily deteriorate if there 
iS NO settlement. second is that no 
setilemem is possib'e which does not 
meet the basic demand of the Arab 
refugees. 


Talks in London 


The Palmer-Barco proposals are prin- 
cipally concerned with this issue of Arab 
refugees. They propose that the ume 
has come when adequate compensation 
should be paid to those Arabs who have 
established claims. Discussions have 
recently taken place in London beiween 
Mr. H. Fisher. the political officer of the 
Commission, and officials of the Colonia! 
Office who are in charge of the micro- 
fim duphcates of the Palestine Man- 


datory régime’s land registry office. 


A special commission has been work- 
ing to establish, as a start, an overall 
toral of compensation which the refugees 
may legitimately clawn from Israel, 

A tentative figure has been established, 


but ot will not be mentioned until a more 


definite total has been established and 
informally agreed to by those principally 
concerned—-israe! and the refugees. Past 
ioials of claims have varied widely 
according to the source of the estimate: 
they have ranged from less than 
£80,000 000 to over £200.000.000. 

The Palmer-Barco formu'a is that once 
the total has been established, Israe! 
should express its willingness to make 
full compensation and ask the United 
Siates and the Unied Nations to grant 
it a loan on terms that would make it 
possi)'ic to pay forthwith the Arab 
clawms for compensation. 

The informal discussions appear to 
have established that Israel would accept 
such a formula, and that Egypt. Syria. 
the Lebanon, and Jordan would also 
accept this.as a precondition for futher 
discussion of a politica] and economic 
“itlement. 


Cost of Resettlement 


Eeypt has tentatively agreed to setile 
50,000 refugees in the Sinai peninsula; 
Syria‘has given an undertaking that once 
a firm offer of compensation is made, it 
will drop its objections to the settling of 
the 85,000 Palestine refugees in. Syria. 
Jordan and the Lebanon Rave all along 
approved of the scheme. 

‘arher this week, another step to 
settle the compensation question was 
taken, when Mr. John B. Blandford, the 
new head of the U.N. Relief Organisa- 
tion and a close personal friend of 
President Truman, announced that his 
estimate of the cost of setiling the 
remaining 150,000 refugee families is 
about $200,000,000. 

The. United States is to provide 
$50,000,000... The remainder will have to 
come from other sources. A part of 
Israel's compensatory payment may be 
allocated for this purpose, but the Arab 
representatives claim that, to satisfy 
refugee opinion, a portion of the pay- 
ment by Israel must be made in cash so 
as to provide the resettled refugees with 
a minimum of capital. This is one of the 
most difficult and as yet unsettled aspects 
of the plan. 

The scheme may not be made public 
until the meeting of the U.N. Assembly 
in Paris, next November. Meanwhile, 
however, discussions are proceeding to 
prepare the aeons atmosphere. 

The U.S. officials are therefore not 
very happy about the tension that has 
arisen over the Suez Canal and Aqaba 
incidents, They are still endeavouring 
io find a formula that will avoid a 
general exacerbation of feeling.

ISRAEL PREPARES FOR ELECTIONS

JERUSALEM 

According to the electoral law passed 
y the Knesset on April 12, 1951, for 
the election of the second Knesset, every- 
one born in 1932, or before, who entered 
the country legally according to the 
present laws, and who was registered as 
a resident and issued with an identity 
card by March i, 1951, is entitled to 
vote. | 

[The term “ illegal immigrants” in 
this context is a euphemism for Arab 
infikrees. Only about half of Israel's 
170,000 Arabs will be able to vote, as 
the rest have, for various reasons, only 
a temporary Status. 

Anyone born in l929, or before, who 
entered the country legally, and who 
was registered and issued with an identity 
card by the day when the lists of candi- 
dates were submitied, is eligible to be 
nominated as a candidate for election.

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GENEVA REFUGEE 
CONFERENCE 


From a Special Correspondent 


GENEVA, Wednesday 
The Conference of Plenipotentiaries 
on the Status of Refugees and State- 
less Persons, now in session here, will 
have to take a number of important 
decisions before the week-end, when 
the meeting is due to end. 


It has already complied part of its 
work, During the first week most of the 
technical Articles were dealt with, 
deciding the siatus which refugees are 
to enjoy in various spheres of life, such 
as work, housing, social security, educa- 
tion, etc. In the second week the con- 
ference came (oO grips with the more 
difficult political questions, debating the 
crucial Article defining who is to be 
regarded as refugee and when a refugee 
loses his status. 

As far as the technical provisions are 
concerned, the conference more or Icss 
adopted the original draft, which on the 
whole was satisfactory. A number of 
amendments were adopied, none of them 
ey Provisions. 

iucal questions were 
debated. rent picture developed. 
The security obsession from which most 
Siates suffer to-day became increasingly 
evident. To most Articles amendments 
were adopted stating that for reasons of 
security and public order the rights laid 
down in the Article could be dispensed 
with. Even the Article which should 
prevent the expulsion of a refugee to a 
country of persecution had the security 
clause added 


Israel's Contribution 


Mr. Elfan Rees, Chairman of the 
Standing Conference of Voluntary 
Agencies, told the conference in a biting 
speech that an observer would gain the 
impression that the conference had been 
convoked in order to defend poor, 
defenceless sovereign States against the 
all-powerful, wicked refugee. His speech 
did not change the course of the debaic, 
but wmpressed the delegates, some oO 
whom admitted the truthfulness of the 
picture. 

All European Siates this side of the

Spain, Portugal, Eire, and Iceland. Even 
Monaco has a delegate. But few non- 
Europeans are present, and most of these 
keep in the background. Israel, repre-

The restrictive group is 
by France, always supported by Sweden 
and Norway, and sometimes by Egypt and 
Columbia. 

On the whole. attempts have been 
made to find a compromise so as to 
the support of jmportant States which 
may otherwise refuse to sign the Con- 


vention. 


NEW RESTITUTION 
LAW APPROVED 


Property for Austrian 
Communities

VIENNA 

The Austrian Parliament has adopted, 
wih minor amendments, restitution legis- 
lation providing for the return of pro- 
perty to corporate bodies suppressed 
during the Nazi régime. 

The measure was adopted in February 
by the Lower House, but was sub- 


.sequently rejected by the Upper House. 


Subsiantial properties, trusts, and 
charitable bequests will now revert to 
the Austrian Jewish communitics. But 
it is the Catholic organisations which 
benefit mainly as a result of the passage 
of the law, and it is for this reason 
that the Catholic People’s Party have 
now decided to support the measure. 

Legislation affecting purcly or mainly 
Jewish interests, such as the return of 
homes and business premises, and of 
heirless property, still remains to be 
enacted. 


MINISTER CRITICISES 
TURKISH JEWS

ISTANBUL 
The Turkish Minister of National 
Education, Mr. Tevfik TIleri. last week 


expressed regret that many Turkish Jews 
were not yet famihar with the Turkish 
language. 

Addressing a conference of the Turkish 
National Students’ Federation here, the 
Minister said that although the authorities 
had made great cfforts in the past 20 
years to make minority groups conver- 
sant with the Turkish language, many 
Jews continued to speak “their own 
language.” 

The Minister's remarks have aroused 
some criticism here. While it is true that 
many of the older Jews continue to use 
Ladino. interspersed with French and 
Turkish phrases, most young Jews use the 
Turkish language in everyday life. The 
older people are not familiar with the 
Turkish language because, until 25 years 
ago, the community had complete auto- 
nomy in its school system and pupils 
were taught French mstcad of Turkish 
The position changed with the foundation 
of the Turkish Republic.

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RESTORING UNITY 


THE members of the Board of Deputies, 
and particularly its President, were able to 
rise for their summer recess on Sunday with 
a legitimate feeling of satisfaction. An agree- 
ment with the Liberal Synagogue for the 
resumption of its affiliation to the Board was 
ratified. This will enable the West London 
Synagogue, which had awaited the outcome 
of the others’ negotiations, also to take its 
place in the Board, and an agreement with 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation 
had previously come into effect. This sets 
the seal on two years of strenuous and often 
tiresome negotiations. The final settlement 
might have been arrived at two months 
earlier. The agreement with the Liberal 
Synagogue which was then brought forward 
was subjected to heavy fire from Orthodox 
quarters. In what point of substance, as 
apart from the reshuffling of words, the new 
agreement differs from the old, it ts hard to 
say. It is a matter for satisfaction that some 
obvious face-saving was accomplished with 


. $0 little agony, Even that might be avoided 


in future if holders of responsible office 
show a little more firmness in the face of 
transient agitation. 

The Board showed little imeclination on 
Sunday to alloy the satisfaction with reflec- 
tions of this kind, or even to be diverted by 
the prospects of another sterile fracas with 
the Anglo-Jewish Association. Thanks were 
rightly expressed to the Rev, Dr. COHEN, 
who, on taking over with the presidency of 
the Board an unenviable legacy of acrimony 
and mistrust, immediately addressed himself 
to healing the breach; and to Mr. Percy 
COHEN, the principal negotiator for the 
seceding congregations, who has_ never 
allowed any vexation which he and his col- 
Jeagues might feel as the result of the actions 
and atmosphere of the Board to weaken his 
appreciation of the desirability of restoring 
its best traditions and of its continued poten- 
tialities for good. Yet their work, and the 
work of men of similar spirit, is far from 
complete. Although as a result of the 
present agreements the different elements 
will henceforth have the opportunity of 


_ working in-the same body, they have still to 


be welded together. If there is to be genuine 
fusion, all elements—those who are return- 
ing as much as those who stayed on—must 
play their part: Intelligence and public 
spirit are not the monopoly of any one 
section of the community. 


It will have been obvious, however, that 
the events which led certain influential con- 
gregations to suspend their membership of 
the Board of Deputies also led to a marked 
decline in the level of the Board’s proceed- 
ings. _ Prolixity in debate, a childish disposi- 
tion sometimes to play “ Parliament,” a 
tendency portentously to discuss matters on 
which the Board cannot possibly exercise 
any influence, and, perhaps most striking, 
some of the candidatures for places on com- 
mittees-—all show how great is the room for 
improvement. The returning congregations 
must not expect to find things to their liking 
or to witness an overnight transformation. 
They can play their part by selecting as 
strong a team of representatives as they can 
find——and they have adequate material to 
draw on. In this connection strength 
connotes a readiness to forget the old 
animosities, a capacity to take a broad view 
of the needs of Jewry, and a determination 
not to be outdone in the discharge of their 
duty to an institution which they have 
agreed to. serve. There is in the Board 
enough consciousness of the shortcomings 
of its recent past to make the ground fertile 
for a sustained effort at improvement. 


THE ARAB BLOCKADE 


BRITISH foreign policy has moved a long 
way from the dark days of 1948, when the 
late Foreign Secretary was ardently sup- 
porting the Arab League, to the present 
position where Sir GLADWYN Jess and Mr. 
AUBREY EBAN are the foremost protagonists 
at the Security Council in sponsoring a con- 
demnation of Egypt's action, which is sup- 
ported by the Arab States, in interfering with 
shipping in the Suez Canal. The close identity 
of policy demonstrated this week at Lake 
Success 1s but one aspect of the deep-rooted 
interests which Britain and Israel hold in 
common, It is sad that it has taken so long 
for this truth to be translated into action. 
Now that this unity has been made manifest 
to the world perhaps we shall see the next, 
logical, step being taken when-—after the 
admission of Greece and Turkey to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation, which seems 
imminent—lIsrael, too, will be invited to join, 
thus completing the representation on that 
body of the three Western-minded Powers 
at the eastern end of the Mediterranean. 

If, as is earnestly to be hoped, the Security 
Council demands that Egypt cease her inter- 
ference with shipping passing through the 
Canal, the first step will have been taken 
towards breaking down the whole structure 
of the Arab blockade of Israel. For both the 
Suez Canal resolution and the British protest 
against the Egyptian detention of the Empire 
Roach in the Gulf of Aqaba are aimed 
directly at the Arab blockade, which in many 
respects hits Britain harder than Israel dnd, 
moreover, undermines this country’s claim 
to command the Middle Eastern seas. Now, 
at long last, the Foreign Secretary, having 
secured the support of other maritime 
nations, notably France and the Netherlands, 
is prepared openly to challenge Egypt's 
action, 

The reaction among the Arab States to a 
condemnation of Egypt may be expected to 
follow one of two courses. Either they may 


' intensify their intransigent attitude towards 


Britain, Israel, and the West, as AZZAM PASHA 
is already threatening, with consequences 
which could be very far-reaching, or they 
may see in the United Nations resolution a 
favourable opportunity to relax the blockade 
and thereby reduce the appalling tension 
which is converting the whole of the Middle 
East into a powder magazine. This would 
be the course of true statesmanship. But-if it 
is to succeed it must receive whatever 
encouragement we in the West can give it, 
and politicians and publicists alike should 
bear this in mind before advocating the kind 
of sabre-rattling, gunboat diplomacy of 


which we have heard and read so much in 


recent weeks. 


WOMEN’S VICTORY 


THe Council of the United Synagogue are 
io be congratulated upon having adopted the 
report of the Special Committee which was 
constituted to consider the rights and 
privileges of women seat-holders of the 
United Synagogue. It is a victory for com- 
mon sense, and corrects an anomaly whereby 
the only equal right allowed to women 
members (apart from the ability to serve on 
such non-statutory committees as the Visita- 
tion Committee, the Welfare Committee, the 
Board of Guardians, and the Board of 
Deputies) was that of being buried! We 
have for some time past supported the plea 
of a number of synagogues and individual 
members that women seat-holders be given 
the right to vote. Twice it has been declared 
for the United Synagogue, by the present 
CuHier and his predecessor, that votes 
by women as distinct from votes for women 
4s not contrary to the Din. Consequently, there 
should have been no difficulty about acting 
in accordance with that decision. Tribute 
should be paid to those synagogue members. 
both men and women, who, sometimes in the 
face of ridicule, have consistently and per- 
sistently advocated this reform. There are 
many, in fact, who would wish that it had 
been possible to extend the privileges by 
giving women the right to be elected to 
Boards of Management. The Sefardim. it 
may be recalled, have created a_ useful 
precedent in this respect by electing Mrs. 
ALAN A. MocatTra as an Elder of their con- 
gregation, and in June a well-known indepen- 
dent Orthodox synagogue, the Western. elected 
a woman to its Board of Management for 
the first time. But for the moment let us 
rejoice that women are promised the fran- 
chise and with it, therefore, a-+say in the 


wealth overseas. 


appointment to all offices in the synagogue. 
They will accept the recommendation 
(which must yet be ratified by a combined 
meeting of the Council and synagogue 
delegates) in spite of the thoroughly 
unromantic and Victorian label applied to 
them of “female full-priced members.” 
Perhaps we ought not to cavil too much at 
this description when we remember the drily 
commercial terminology of “The Head 
Office * on the notepaper of the chief execu- 
tive headquarters of the United Synagogue. 
There is, however, one point in which the 
otherwise welcome decision of the Council 
seems to be inadequate. Only “ female full- 
priced members” may vote, but there is 
another category of member, both male and 
female, which, for various reasons, pays 
seat-rentals below the normal rates. Of 
these “ below-schedule members,” as they 
are equally euphoniously termed, males are 
allowed to vote; so why not females ? 


LIVERPOOL RAY 


Not only the local congregations but the 
whole community must be gratified by the 
announcement of the appointment of Rabbi 
Z. PLitnick as Liverpool and District Rabbi 
and Ab Beth Din. It is evident that the 
valued traditions already established by this 
office in the past will now be maintained and 
strengthened for the future. The distin- 
guished former incumbents were the: late 
Rabbi S. J. Rasmwowr?z, the friend of HERZL. 
and Rabbi |. J. UNTERMAN, now Chief Rabbi 
of Tel Aviv. Since the latter's departure for 
the Holy [Cand, the duties of Acting Rabbi 
have been ably performed by the Rav-elect, 
who has also for several years been Principal 
of the Liverpool Yeshiva. Rabbi PLITNICK’'s 
character and experience eminently fit him 
for his responsible position. At the same 
time, he is fortunate in being able to rely 
upon the co-operation of several qualified 
rabbis attached to Liverpool congregations 
as well as of the Merseyside District 
Representative Council. Moreover, the 
status of this unified rabbinical authority has 
now been enhanced by the adhesion to the 
scheme of the oldest local congregation, the 
Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation. Praise 
is due to those who have laboured long and 
patiently in order to effect this religious 
co-operation between different synagogues 
and institutions. Liverpool Jewry, will cer- 
tainly benefit, in both its internal and 
external relationships, from this co-ordina- 
tion of traditional religious authority. 


RABBI IL. L. SWIFT 


To-pay Rabbi IL L. Swirt leaves this 
country for Australia to take up his appouint- 
ment as chief minister of the Central 
Synagogue, Sydney. He is following the 
example set by a considerable number of 
other Anglo-Jewish ministers (including his 
two distinguished brothers) who have lately 
migrated from Britain to become religious 
leaders of congregations in the Common- 
It was Jews from this 
country, of course, who laid the original 
foundations of those overseas communities, 
which have continued to cherish this close 
association with British Jewry. These valued 
connections are powerfully reinforced by 
such appointments as that of Rabbi Swirt. 
At the same time, there must naturally be 
regret at the loss occasioned by the with- 
drawal from our midst of the ministrations 
of outstanding personalities, more especially 
at a time when there exists among us a 
serious shortage in the ministerial profession. 
Tribute was paid at a farewell meeting this 
week to Rabbi Swirt’s devoted work for the 
Dollis Hill Synagogue, of which he has been 
the spiritual guide for the past 13 years and 
which during that time has risen to become 
an important constituent of the United Syna- 
gogue, But his influence has extended further 
and he has been particularly active in all 
endeavours on behalf of Jewish youth and in 
representing the Jewish community upon 
important national bodies concerned with 
the welfare of youth. Characteristic of 
Rabbi Swirr has been a certain unconven- 
tionality, and it was perhaps this quality 
which led to his much-discussed visit to 
Israel last year to obtain Semicha. This 
unconventionality has also led to his under- 
taking much needed work of a kind that is 
too often neglected. For example, his recent 
series of most informative lectures to Jewish 
women, under the auspices of the Bachad 
Fellowship, has set a fine example to many 
rabbis who_have overlooked their responsi- 
bilities in this direction.

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ISRAEL YEAR BOOK 
Israel Government Year Book $711 (1950).

This is the English edition of the second 
Hebrew year book published by the Govern- 
ment of Israel in December, 1950. The volume 
is printed in Israel and is very well produced, 
but the name of the printing press is nowhere 
stated. 

The year book contains over 500 pages, of which 
a sixth are devoted to advertising. This undoubtedly 
reduces the cost of the book to the purchaser. The 
advertisements are mosily confined to the end of 
the volume and arranged in trade sections. Never- 
theless, it is questionable whether a State publica- 
tion of this kind should contain any advertising at 


all, 
Varied Contents 


Kk is also questionable whether a year book 
should contain essays and speeches: it is imended 
primarily as ‘a reference book. As such, x 1S 
invaluable. There are 160 pages on the several 
Ministries and their functions; but the 30 pages 
in the Hebrew edition, giving the names of and the 
offices held by all senior officials of the Govern- 
ment of Israel have been omitied, which is a pity. 
In us place are 20 pages of reviews of the budget, 
immigration, colonisation, and the rehabilitation 
of Jerusalem. as well as 50 pages of reprints of the 
principal legislation. As in the Hebrew edition, 
however, there is a list of all towns and villages in 
Isracl. but not arranged in English alphabetical 
order. The details of Municipalities, Local 
Councils. and Area Councils in the Hebrew edition 
have also been omitted. The section of Statistics 
has with advantage been expanded from 25 modes 
pages in the Hebrew edition to 160 im the English 

Mion. 
v5 the middle of the volume is a block of 16 
pages of well<hosen and printed photographs of 
State and other activities. The provision of pub- 
licity photographs ‘on Israel! is now one of its Most 
highly developed industries and in the Hebrew 
edition there were ‘SO pages of iilustrations. 
Nevertheless, it is again arguab'e whether photo- 
graphs are really in place in a year book. 

Together with the bound volume, two maps of 
Israel are supplied. One shows the place in which 
immigrants were to be housed in 1950; the second

HEBREW ORTHOGRAPHY 


L’adoption des caractéres latins dans la langue 
hébraique signifie sa dislocation. By Prof. A. 
GaLante. Istanbul: Hiiner Basimevi. 1s. 6d.

Proposals to adopt the Latin alphabet in Hebrew 
have aroused heated controversy for a generation ; 
in the last three years the question has increased in 
urgency. Prof. Galante’s small pamphict has a 
special claim to ditention. For that distinguished 
Jewish Turkish scholar sirenuously opposed the 
latinisation of the Turkish language in 1928, at a 
time when this figuréd high in the Kemalist pro- 
gramme and opposition to it might have been termed 
opposition to the régime. Prof. Galante now. main- 
tains that his fears were well justified and that spell- 
ing reform in Turkey has brought about a serious 
break in the cultural and scientific traditions of the 
nation, The same fate would, he holds, befall the 
israclis if they renounced their script. 

The arguments for and againss the latinisation of 
Hebrew can be stated simply. The traditional 
characters are strange and intimidating. They can- 
not, furthermore, represent some consonantal and 
several vowel sounds in common use in Europe, 
and foreign proper names and much technical ter- 
mind@logy cannot be rendered with precision. 
Equally grave is the difficulty which a child to whom 
Hebrew is the mother-tongue experiences in master- 
ing a European mene: This orthographic 
harrier. like a modern Wall of China. cannot but 
intensify the parochialism of a small nation 

The reasons for retaining the traditional script are 
no less convincing, though its partisans—like the 
Government party in a democratic State---are always 
on the defensive, Hebrew siands alone as a true 
language of the Book. Among most peoples litera- 
ture embodies their history and culture: but Hebrew 
alone among modern languages has been created from 
a literature. It is an immense unifving force in the 
mixed multitudes of Isract. Can we afford, at a 
critical stage in the regeneration of the nation, to 
renounce the traditional form of two millennia? 
Moreover, each letter of the Hebrew alphabet repre- 
sented one distinctive sound in the past. This is 
likely to be the case also in the future-—-whatever the 
peculiarities of our present pronunciation; only the 
aleph is unlikely to recover its consonantal sound. 
The language to-day is in process of development. 
This is not the moment for an ori hographical experi- 
ment which would nail the hands of the clock. And 
would latinisation make the lanvuege clearer? The 
devices introduced by even so fine a writer as Ben- 
Avi in his essays in “ Latin” Hebrew would embar- 
rass the printers of this estrmable journal' 

The solution to this problem may well lie in a 
compromise. The traditional choracters may be 
retained, but two signs would be used to represent 
the important non-Hebrew sounds j (as in jump) 
and ch (as in child), In addition, the main vowels 
and the “ central’ vowel (or movine sheva) would 
be shown by letiers written, like the consonantal 
sounds, upon the line. We are »!reodv accustomed to 
this by the employment of and * and “io indicate

S. R. Hirsch’s Cultural Ideal and Our 


Times. By Jakop Rosennemm. Trans- 
lated by E. Licnriceetp. Shapiro, 
Vallentine.

This litth book, a translation of a 
work written 1S years ago and commis- 
sioned by admirers of Mr. Rosenheim 
in this country in honour of his 80th 
birthday, is a defence of Samson Raphael 
Hirsch's educational ideal as expressed 
in the watchword Torah im derech eretz, 
“the study of the Torah combined with 
the study of secular sciences.’ But it is 
not the Torah component which is 
defended, but derech eretz: for secular 
studies could be attacked as bittul torah 
and conducive to heresy: Mr. Rosen- 
heim carefully analyses the historical 
conditions of Hirschs day and the 
halachic dicta by which secular studies 
might be proscribed, and shows that, by 
the establishment of his school in Frank- 
fort, far from mtroducing Jewish youth 
of his day to secular learning, Hirsch was 
ensuring that this learning should be 
absorbed in a Jewish context: and he 
proves that Hirsch was well aware of the 
halachic limits to “external” sciences 
and justified them, either as aids to a 
livelihood or as auxiliary sciences sub- 
servient to the study of Torah. 

There may be some who still need to 
be convinced that secular studies are not 
sinful, but to most readers the argument 
will appear neediess. It is fighting a 
battle which is already won, pushing at 
an open door. The problem for our age 
is to defend Torah, not derech eretz. And 
if secular studies must be vindicated. 
many would prefer-to defend them, not 
on the lines of Hirsch and Rosenheim, 
but in the words of an article in the 
current number of the Hipsert JOURNAL : 
“ Education is a spiritual process, and it 
iS a spiritual process in its most * secular’ 
as im its most ‘ religious’ activities.” 


BOXING PROMOTER 


Jack Solomons Tells All. By Jack 
Setomons. Rich & Cowan. 12s. 6d.

Born in “ The Lane” in December, 
1900, Jack Solomons, who began his 
business career as a fishmonger in East 
London (in which occupation he is stil! 
actively engaged) and who is now one of 
the world’s most prominent boxing pro- 
moters, in this autobiography tells of his 
early. struggles until he reached his 
present position. He began boxing 
promotion 20 years ago at the Devon- 
shire Hall, Hackney, a smal! hall holding 
only a few hundred, with ringside seats 
at a few shillings—a distinct contrast to 
the present admission charge of several 
guineas for his mammoth promotions in 
the open air and alt arenas sealing 
thousands. 

Followers. of the sport will be 
embralied at being taken behind. the 
boxing scene to learn some of the diffi- 
culties altendant on. signing up world 
title-holders, and some of the anxieties 
suffered by the promoier wunul the 
champion is in the ring facing the 
challenger. But whether he really tells 
all—as the title of the book indicates— 
may be doubted! 

Particularly fascinating is the chapter 
devoted to his own “ secret service,” 
through which he is informed of much 
that is going on im the sphere of boxing 
throughout the world before it is generally 
known, and is therefore able to plan 
before rival promoters are awake to the 
Situation.

A PARLIAMENTARY CENTENARY 


E twenty-first of July, 1851, was 

the first occasion on which a 

speech in the House of Com- 
mons was delivered, and a vote in a 
division recorded, by a _ professing 
Jew. The irruption of David Salomons 
into the struggle for the right of Jews 
to sit in Parliament was a dramatic 
interlude in the Il-year campaign 
conducted so patiently by Baron 
Lionel de Rothschild since his first 
gam by the City of London in 


The obstacle was that after the 
oaths of allegiance and supremacy, 
which had to be taken by Members of 
Parliament, the third oath—of 
Abjuration—abjuring the right of the 
Jacobite Pretenders to the throne, 
concluded with the words “on the 
true faith of a Christian.” After de

Rothschild’s election in 1847, a Bill 
to remove Jewish disabilities and a 
more limited one to alter the oath 
were successively passed by the Com- 
mons and rejected by the Lords. 
Baron de Rothschild applied for the 
Chiltern Hundreds, vacating his seat, 
and was re-elected by the City of 
London. He then presented himself 
at the table of the House and. after 
considerable debate, was allowed to 
take the oaths on the Old. instead of 
the New, Testament, but, as _ he 
omitted the words “on the true faith 
of a Christian.” the House resolved 
that he could not take his seat or

vote until he had taken the oaths in 
the form prescribed by law. In the 
following year, 1851, another Bill to 
alter the oath was passed by the Com- 
mons but rejeeted by the Lords on 
July 17. It was on the following day 
that David Salomons, who had been 
elected at a by-election for Greenwich 
on June 28, presented himself at the 
table of the House. 


Oath of Abjuration 


Already the first Jew to become a 
Sheriff and a City Alderman, and 
having contested unsuccessfully three 
Parliamentary elections, David Salo- 
mons was determined to assert his 
right to take the seat to which the 
electors of Greenwich had sent him. 
He was allowed to take the oaths on 
the Old Testament, but omitted the 
fatal words at the end of the Oath 
of Abjuration. But Whereas de Roth- 
schild had stated that he omitted them 
merely because they were not binding 
on his conscience, Salomons asserted 
m a similar declaration at the table 
that he was acting in accordance with 
the Oaths Act, 1838 (which provided 
that an oath should be binding “ pro- 
vided the same shall have been 
administered in such form and with 
such ceremonies as such person may 
declare to be binding 

The Speaker ordered him to with- 
draw and “he thereupon retired from 
the table and sat down upon one of 
the lower benches: upon which Mr 
Speaker informed him that mot having 
taken the Oath of Abjuration in the 
form ptescribed by the Act of Parlia- 
ment and the form in which the House 
had ‘on a former occasion expressed 
its opinion that it ought to be taken, 
he could not be allowed to remain in 
the House but must withdraw; and 
he withdrew accordingly.” 

On Monday, July 21, the Prime 
Minister stated that the Government 
would not prosecute Salomons if he 
voted or took his seat, though a 
private person could, of course, do so. 
Thereupon Salomons entered and sat 
down on the front bench on the 
Government side. The Speaker asked 
him to withdraw but he remained 
seated. 


Motion for Adjournment 


The Speaker appealed to the House 
for support and, amid uproar, 
Lord John Russell moved “that Mr. 
Alderman Salomons do now with- 
draw.” The debate on this motion was 
delayed while an attempt was made to 
adjourn the debate-—Salomons voting 
in the division—and. then by Bernal 
Osborne’s amendment that the hon. 


Member for Greenwich, having taken 
the oaths required by law in the 
manner most binding on his con- 
science, was entitled to take his seat ; 
Salomons did not vote on this as being 
personal to himself. 

These motions being lost, debate 
proceeded on the motion for Salo- 
mons’s withdrawal. There was some 
speculation as to what Salomons 
would do if the motion were carried, 
and Mr. Hobhouse said that Salomons 
would injure his own case if he did 
not himself tell the House his inten- 
tions instead of speaking through 
another Member. | 

The scene was pictured by an eye- 
witness, Bernar Cracroft, who 
described Salomons as a “ particularly 
mild and gentleman-like man, looking 
as much like a quiet and cultivated 
country gentleman as the majority of 
the hon. Members surrounding him. 
Amid shouts of * withdraw’ from one 
side and loud cheers from the other, 


described by the Prime Minister and 
by Bright as temperate, wise, and 
judicious. 

After further debate, during which 
Salomons voted twice, the motion was 
carried by 231 to 86 ; “ whereupon the 
Speaker stated that the hon. Member 
for Greenwich had heard the decision 
of the House and hoped that he was 

epared to obey it. Mr. Alderman 

lomons continuing to sit in his seat, 
the Speaker directed the Serieant-at- 
Arms to remove him below the bar. 
Whereupon the Serjeant-at-Arms hav- 
ing placed his hand upon Mr. Alder- 
man Salomons, he was conducted 
below the bar.” 

The subject was debated again the 
next day and on the following Friday : 
petitions from Greenwich and from 
the City of London to be heard at the 
bar of the House were refused, and 
ultimately the same motion as had 
been passed to prevent de Rothschild 
from taking his seat was passed 
against Salomons. Although the 
Government did not prosecute him. a 
private individual did so, and. in the 
case Of Miller v. Salomons, the Court 
of Exchequer and. on appeal. the

the hon. Member somehow gained the 


ear of the House.” He said that he 
would not have presumed to speak 
had he not been so directly appealed 
to by Mr. Hobhouse. He = assured 
the Speaker and the House “that it 
has been far from my intention to 
indulge in anything contumacious or 
presuming towards either. But having 
been returned to the House by a large 
constituency and believing that | 
labour under no disability whatsoever 
and that | am in a position to fulfil 
all the requirements of the law, I 
thought I should not be doing justice 
to my position as an Englishman and 
a gentleman did I not adopt the course 
which I thought right and proper of 
maintaining my right to appear on 
this floor.” He added that, ** whatever 
the decision of the House may be, | 
shall ‘willingly abide by it, provided 
that just sufficient force is used to 
make me feel that | am acting under 
coercion.” Cheers followed this speech, 


Court of Exchequer Chamber. held 
that the words omitted were an essen- 
tial part of the oath. He was fined 
£500, though the Disabilities Repeal 
Act, 1852, passed after the first ver- 
dict, relieved him of the serious dis- 
qualifications he would otherwise 
have incurred. 

When the furniture of the House in 
use in. 1851 was sold, after the opening 
of Barry s building. Salomons 
obtained as an heirloom the bench on 
which he had had so brief but expen- 
sive a sojourn. 

After the oath was altered in 1858, 
and de Rothschild had taken his seat, 
Salomons was returned for Greenwich 
in 1859, 1865, and 1868. In the 
struggle for the right of Jews to sit 
in Parliament, his quiet but defiant 
courage had its effect upon public 
opinion, clinching the less demonstra- 
tive persistence of his first cousin by 
marriage. Lionel de Rothschild.

HE visit’ of the Haham to 
Southern Rhodesia and the Bel- 
gian Congo is an event of con- 
siderable historical significance. Never 
before has a Haham of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Jews’ Congregation of 
England paid a pastoral visit to a 
Commonwealth Sefardi community, 
or indeed to any Empire congregation. 
The Sefardi community of Rhodesia 
is distinctive in many respects. 
Rhodesia is the only territory in 
British Africa with a congregation of 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews, and it 
is the most recent Sefardi settlement 
in the world. 


Rhodian Origin 


By what is probably more fhan a 
eoincidence of nomenciatore, the 
Sefardim of Rhodesia and the Congo 
have their origin in the Aegean island 
of Rhodes. From the pioneering days 
of the colony there was a clearly 
defined gulf of demarcation between 
the Sefardim and the Ashkenazim. 
The Ashkenazi immigrants were 
mostly Yiddish-speaking and, apart 
from a small British nucleus, came 
almost exclusively from Eastern 
Europe. The Ladino-speaking Sefardim 
were completely Rhodian and had 
had no previous contact with Ash- 
kenazim. There was neither a com- 
mon language nor any obvious com- 
munity of interest, except religion. 

The first Sefardi immigrants were 
Mr. Gabriel Benatar and his brother, 
Mr. Salomon Gabriel Benatar, who 
arrived in 1895. They were followed 
by their relatives and friends. To this 
day the Benatars remain the most 
widespread and prolific family in both 
territories. According to the Rhode-

is equal to that of Brown and Robin- 
son, and very substantially greater 
than the patronymics of Cohen and 
Levy. 

It was not until 1931 that the occa- 
sional and often ad hoc. services 
developed into the elements of an 
organised congregation under the 
spiritual leadership of Mr. B. D. 
Almeleh. who acted as honorary 
Hazan. The majority of the local 
Sefardim were members of the Ash- 
kenazi Hebrew Congregation and 
their children attended jts Hebrew 
The war years and those 
immediately preceding them saw a 
great expansion in the size and influ- 
ence of the community. 


Enforcement of Racial Laws 


The Jews of Rhodes had perhaps 
never been as happy under the 
Italians as under the Turks, although 
the Italian treatment was good. But 
when Mussolini brutally enforced the 
Nazi racial laws in the autumn of 
1938, the future for the Jewish com- 
munity lay in escape. There was.a mass 
exodus to North and South America, 
Egypt, and Central Africa. - This 
ancient community, whose history 
goes back as far as 140 B.C.B., was 
almost totally destroyed by the Nazis 
in 1944. 

In. the same year an. impressive

The herjtage of Ladino is sedulously 
fostered. The minhag of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation in Lon- 
don is largely followed. The Prayer 
Book of Dr. de Sola Pool is used. In 
the Order of Service for the use of 
Sefardi Youth appears a Ladino trans- 
lation of the poems and prayers for 
the New Year and Day of Atonement. 


Similar Communities 


It would be difficult to differentiate 
between the Rhodesian and Congo 
Sefardi communities. The families and 
names are identical, Probably many 
intending emigrants to Rhodesia from 
Rhodes found the newer territory 
further than they had thought, and 
remained in the hospitable Congo. 

Under the leadership of Rabbi 
Moise Levy there is an abundance of 
Jewish activity in Elizabethville. For 
a time there was a Sefardi Beth Din, 
composed of Rabbi Levy and Rabbi 
Papo, with the late Rev. J. J. Rosin, a 
former Ashkenazi minister in Salis- 
bury, as Dayan. 

Whereas in the Belgian Congo there 
are substantial numbers of Sefardim 
in all the larger centres, in Rhodesia, 
where they form almost half the 
Jewish population, they are almost 
exclusively confined to Salisbury, the 
capital, with a handful in the midland 
townships of Que Que and Shabani. 
At the latter there is a congregation of 
fifty under the joint auspices of the 
Ashkenazi and Sefardi communities, 
with voluntary Hazanim who vary the 
minhag periodically. 

Despite the flourishing communities 


of Sefardim now multiplying in mid- 
Africa, there has never been an organ- 
ised Sefardi community in the Union 
of South Africa, From this Mecca of 
Ashkenazic Jewry, Sefardim have 
been almost absent, although as the 
records show, individually their con- 
tribution has been considerable. When 
the Cape Town Synagogue. the first 
in South Africa, was consecrated in 
1849. Aaron de Pass was President 
and S. L. Bensusan Honorary Secre- 
tary. It is noteworthy that Sir Moses 
Montefiore was a benefactor of the 
congregation. with which he subse- 
quently had correspondence concern- 
ing the plight of Jews in Palestine and 
Syria. From this resulted South 
African Jewry’s first contribution to 
funds for Palestine. 


Johannesburg Minyan 


There was, however, a loosely knit 
Sefardi minyan in Johannesburg 
whose first service was held in 1903, 
as reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
on November 27 of that year. The 
congregation was of mixed origin, 
largely Levantine. Services were held 
intermittently until 1931, when the 
minyan was disbanded. 

During the last couple of years 
Sefardi services have once again been 
held over the autumn Holy-days, con- 
ducted by Rabbi Mizrachi, a former 
assistant of Dr. Papo, now in New 
York. The committee which spon- 
sored the services included Sefardim 
from Morocco, Salonika, Baghdad, 
Smyrna, Italy, Manchester, and one 
locally born. In a South African 
Jewish population of 120,000 there are 
not more than fifty Sefardim, and 
there never have been more. The 
majority are newcomers. They speak

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH EXHIBITION 


To the Editor of Tae Curonicie 


From Dr. L. KIRSCH 
Sm,—The Exhibition, the opening of 
which has been admirably in 


the London University College, because 
the maim importance has been placed on 
the cultural achievements of Anglo-Jewry 
in the last 100 years and ts contribution 
towards the British nation as a whole. 
particularly in the religious and educa- 
tional sphere. 

While the philanthropic and charitabic 
as well as the political side has not been 
neglected, I believe it should be poimied 
out that some vital facts have cither been 
overlooked or not sufficiently brought to 
the notice of the general public. It may 
be that we are historically too near to 
these facts, but the following omissions 
should be made good before the closing 
of the Exhibition. 

(1) Board of Deputies: No reference 
to the distinguis presidency of Pro- 
fessor Brodetsky has been made, nor has 
his picture been put up ia the sciion 
of the Board. 


After all, the ten 1939-1949. were 
most important and vital years im Jewish 
history, and the achievements of the 
Board, particularly of Professor Brodct- 
sky, were Outstanding. Nor is there any 
mention of the famous resolution regard- 
ing policy on Palestine on November 19. 
1944. perhaps one of the most memorable 
resolutions ever made for world Jewry. 
beh, is no copy of this resolution avail- 
a 

(2) The grandiose deeds of Anglo-Jewry 
and the Refugee Committec, in the 
miserable years 1933-1939, towards then 
brethren in. Eur have not been 
illustrated nor reported. Here is some- 
thing Anglo-Jewry may be proud of. 

(3) Last, but not last, the . heroic 
acuion of Anglo-Jewry and the help given 
to the child victims of Nazi persecution, 
Jewish and non-Jewish, should have been 
shown and fully reported. 

These phenomena ought to be preserved 
for posterity in the framework of the 
Anglo-Jewish Exhibition as the specific 
part of Anglo-Jewry in the Festival of 


Britain.

Sir, —Having visited the Anglo-Jewish 
Exhibition at University Collegec, and 
having subsequently your repor' 
concerning ut, | feel impelled to confess 
my puzziement as to the aim and purpose 
of the Exhibition. Its size could never 
hope to satisfy even the most limited 
scope. It is in no way commensuraic 
with the Festival of Britain, and in no 
way represents Jewish achievement since 
the Great Exhibition of 1851. O8Ff those 
who come to visit it, they who are 
acquainted with Anglo-Jewish history 
will go away annoyed by the paucity and 
unrepresentative character of the display. 


Those who know littl or nothing of the 
story and achievements of our com- 
munity—Jew or non-Jew—are bound to 
be misled by what they sec. 

The Exhibition appears to put its main 
siress On emancipation and those asso- 
ciated with it. But this is surely not an 
achievement in the true and positive 
sense of the word, but an attainment to 
human rights which merely raised the 
Jew to the level of the non-Jew. Nor 
should it find special place in the t 
Exhibition, as there seems hardly any 
need in 1951 to give expression to grati- 
tude for continued emancipation, or to 
emphasise the period when it was not 
commonly enjoyed. 

Admittedly, it is not casy to combine 
the universality of Jewishness with the 
parochialism of Anglo-Jewishness. But 
there is no need to reduce the latter 
further by seeming to make of it an affair 
largely of Jewish lords and magnates, or 
exclusively a display which seems design- 
edly to conceal the roots from which 
most of the Jewish population of the 
country have sprung. 

1 did not notice at the Exhibition a 
single display of the very rich Yiddish 
sad Hebrew literature and press which 
exerted so great an influence over the 

st half century. [ did not see—apart 
rom THe Jewisa CHRONICLE, an carly 
copy of the Zionist Review, and a 
Heseew Onserver—anything of the 
numerous other journals, London and 
provincial, which have appeared in this 
country in the course of the past century. 

In the display of books, too, I found 
a lamentable poverty. One writer seemed 
to have most of his works displayed. By 
contrast Isracl Zangwill was hardly there, 
and certainly, not such notabilities as 
Amy Levy, Samuel Gordon, and a host 
of others. In this particular matter even 
lack of space is no excuse, as it was 
possible to share the space fairly between 
the dead and the living, between the 
various categories of living Jewish 
writers, writing on Jewish subjects. 

One could not also avoid a sense of 
disproportion in the space allotted to 
various institutions. Zionism was hidden 
away as far as possible behind the reli- 
gious wing of the movement. The space 
given to Carmel College, admiticdly 
an institution of high reputation and 
value, iS quite out of keeping with its 
réle in the community. Certainly part 
of that space could have been given to 
the network of yeshivot in this country 
which are steadily training rabbis and 
are largely replacing the lost Talmudic 
colleges of Europe. 

Certainly, high praise is due to the 
organisers of the Exhibition who 
obviously tried to do thew best in the 
short time at their disposal. But I think 
it is also to be frank and to admit 
that they have failed. Organisers of an 
exhibition of such a nature should keep 
in mind a number of principles: scope 
and purpose must be clearly defined mm 
advance, as was obviously not the case 
here; and space must be allocated accor- 
ding to a scale of priority of importance.

TEACHERS AND THE 
LONDON BOARD

Sia, is NO sense critica! of you 
excellent leader to siate that the recent 
increase in the salaries of teachers was 
rendered inevitable Dy salary increases in 
the communky generally, and that the 
initiative, so far as the teachers were 
concerned, came from the Hon. Officers 
of the London Board. There remains, 
however, the question of representation 
of teachers. 

| wished to include in the draft Con- 
sitution of the London Board a clause 
providing for the creation of a joint com- 
mittee on the tines of the Whiley or 
Burnham committees. Unfortunately. 
circumstances of conflict prevailing at ihe 
ume prevented its inclusion im the final 
draft. lt ought to 6¢ stated, however, 
that from the very inception of the Con- 
stitution provision was made for the 
co-optation of teachers to ceriain com- 
mittees of the Board concerned with 
education. This has worked satisfactorily. 

The time is now ripe to consider the 
creation of a joint committee on the lines 
| originally proposed to deal with con- 
ditions of service, salaries, and welfarc. 
There are, however, difficulties arising 
from the nature'of the Jewish teaching 
profession. For 97 per cent of those 
employed it is only a part-time occupa- 
tion; the variations of scholastic and 
pedagogic qualifications are as numerous 
as the colours of the spectrum: 
there is a constant moving into it and out 
of such movement dependeni entircly 
on outside factors: the small body of 
accomplished full-iime teachers regard 
themselves as “ apart’ from the others. 

Nevertheless, it is timely to consider 
the creation of a balanced represemation 
on the teachers’ side of a joint com- 
mittee. The South African instance cited 
by Mrs. Harris, of compelling all teachers 
vo belong to one union, will hardly satisfy 


the democratic conceptions of this 
country. 


National Union ‘of 


Teachers has recently defeated the efforts 
of the Durham County Council to 
enforce this very principle of a “ closed 
shop ™ for teachers. 

It would seem that the solution is the 
creation of membership based on _ pro- 
portional representation, taking into 
account, among other considerations, the 
numbers of any riicular union and 
making allowance i those who do not 
belong to any union.

And don't blow my head 
off, auntie, will you? I did the right 
thing.” 

Yes, yes,” she muttered, “I'm 
sure you did the right thing. I hope 
nothings happened to Leon?” she 
asked anxiously. There were several 
reasons why she hoped nothing had 


happened to Leon, of which Mila was ° 
one. He was her link with Mila. ° 


Baruch shook his head. Outside, far 
off, there was an explosion. 

“ Listen. Wasn't that one of the 
Russian guns’? or Leon’s work? The 
whole window-frame shook! Oh boy! 
They've got it coming to them. 
Good-bye, auntie!” He put his arms 
round hér shoulders and kissed her. 
like a schoolboy going back to school 
after a half-term holiday. Then he 
went off.

Ai eleven o'clock the following day 
Eisie met Mila at the broad bridge in 
the Park and took her for a drive in the 
sun. Mila knew nothing of Leon's where. 
abouts, but conjectured that he was up 
to some sabotage mischief somewhere. 
Elsie was overjoyed at their meeting but 
went home with a heavy heart. It was 
a mistake, she said to herself. A day 
later she was imprisoned at Police Head- 
quarters. 

The following day Elsie appeared 
hefore two plain-clothes police officers 
for examination. She admitted that her 
name was not Lydia Radbruch, as on her 
passport, and gave her name as Marie 
Louise Ostier, French and Jewish. She 
confessed she had picked up Count Apor 
in Bratislava. A second interview took 
place, at which Count Apor was present. 
Skilfully, as if by prearranged pian, the 
Count and Elsie acted their parts. The 
senior officer examining her produced 
evidence that Elsie had seceived an 
agent, who was dropped by parachute in 
Yugoslavia and smuggled across the 
frontier into Hungary. This man_ pre- 
tended to be a telephone engineer. The 
evidence aisa included references to 
Elsie's meeting a young woman in the 
Park and dropping her a litile iater. 
The young woman, he asserted, was 
followed to a house where an arms 
cache was later discovered. It seemed 
clear to Elsie from this evidence that 
Mila had not been caught. If there had 
been any doubt in the minds of the two 
examining officers whether Count Apor 
was involved in this spy-ring, it was 
finally removed by Elsie’s contemptuous 
answers to his few persdnal questions. 
She was seized and marched out of the 
room. 


* * * 


HOPE they court-martial you and 

shoot you, you lump!’ she 
screamed over her shoulder, as they 
pitchforked her out of the room. 

Count Apor sat sombre in his chair, 
like a stone image. 

So long as the secret of her identity 
remained undisclosed, Elsie was in no 
danger. But it was certain that if it 
somehow Came out she was Brocken- 


burg’s widow, she would be handed 
over forthwith to the Gestapo. It 
might still be found out, but it did not 
seem likely, for the prison authorities 
had so many things to think about 
now. From the way they had handled 
her case from the beginning it was 
clear they were scared stiff, like all the 
Hungarians on all levels. They could 
read the writing in the sky, writ in 
league-long letters of fire. It was 
better to take things easy, while in 
every direction you could hear the 
creaking and cracking in the fabric of 
the Nazi machine. 

The prison discipline began getting 
easier as the Russians were getting 
closer and closer. Two or three weeks 
ago they 
slovak frontier. Day by day, and 
from several directions, they were 
approaching the Hungarian frontiers, 
At last, on October the ninth, they 
crossed them. Day by day they cap- 
tured more towns and cut through 
fresh swathes of territory. In the town 
itself the regulations in restraint of 
the Jews began to be lifted. When 
the High Festivals came round, the 
Jews were allowed out on the streets 
all day so that they could go and pray 
at the synagogue services. Many 
hundreds threw their yellow stars 
away; many displayed them with pride 
and defiance, convinced that the badge 
of shame would shortly be cofveried 
into a talisman of safety. On the 
tenth the Russians swept over the 
Carpathians on a wide front. All 
Hungary lay flat and easy before 
them, like a bowling-green. In the 
hotels, the offices, the shops, people 
not hitherto notorious for their left- 
wing sympathies hailed each other 
with the sign of the raised fist. The 
next day the towns of Clij and Szeged 
were way behind the Russian front. 
The march on Budapest was begin- 
ning, A shudder of tervor and delight 
ran across the whole land like the 
wind across the tops of a field of corn.

HE Fortress prison was certainly 
more old-fashioned ; the gates were 
very forbidding; the bell reverberated 
frighteningly. The unpleasantness 
didn't stop short there in the cobbled 
entrance, It was a military prison, 
with military personnel. A conple of 
soldiers in a dingy office took a few

Then they 
took het off to a cell, and forgot about 
her for a good many hours. The 
plumbing was inferior; so was the 
food, when it came at last, though it

had not been very hearty in the Pest 


prison. 

On the morning of October the 
fifteenth Admiral Horthy made a 
broadcast to the nation from the 
Fortress above the prison, announ- 
cing that he was asking the Russians 
for an armistice. Everybody was to 
remain quietly in their homes, or go 
on quietly with their jobs, Nothing 
would happen to anybody so long as 
everybody behaved themselves. Long 
live the Hungarian Monarchy. 

It was a fine day, the sun shone, a 
warm wind blew. Late flowers 
bloomed brightly on the lips of bomb- 
craters, It was Sunday, and the 
church-bells rang out noisily. It was 
expected that the Germans would 
withdraw overnight. It was incon- 
ceivable that they would want to fight 
for the city which, apart from the 
heights of Buda, was quite indefen- 
sible. So the Germans -would go and 
the Russians would come. To some 
that was also unpleasant. But it was 
all a matter of the gecpolitics of war. 
There was a light in the Jews’ eyes, 
and a song on their lips, “ Treblinka 
and Auschwitz can't possibly happen 
here,” they said. The sombre death- 
trains were, of course, still piled up 
in the sidings, but they would rust 
there. Here and there, in certain 
house-blocks, one or two sour faces 
uttered a word of warning. The 
Germans aren't finished yet, they said. 
The Arrow Cross [the Hungarian 
fascists] are stronger than they've ever 
been before. There's going to be 
trouble. There'll be attacks on Jewish 
houses. Let's get arms together, while 
the going’s good—buy them, borrow 
them, steal them. Let's keep a day 
and a night guard. There's going to be 
trouble. But nobody took the least 
notice of them.

Jewish Cookery 


SUBSTANTIAL SALADS 
Fish Salads 


Any kind of cooked fish, fresh or 
smoked, or tinned fish can be used. 

Remove the skin and bone and flake 
the fish. Mix with diced potato or 
cooked rice; add a little finely chopped 
spring onion and capers, season wih 
sak and r and moisten with salad 
dressing. eap up in the centre of a 
dish and surround with shredded lettuce, 
garnish with sliced tomato and cucumber, 
then a border of tufts of watercress. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley. 


Salad in Slices 


In the centre of a large flat dish pur 
a small ap shredded lettuce, 
sprinkled with grated cheese. Hard boil 
as many eggs as required. cut through 
lengthways and place each on a thin 
slice of cheese, cut side down. Place in 
a circle around the lettuce. 

Slice thinly some radishes, cucumber, 
beetroot. and tomato and put a circle of 
each around the eggs, separating the 
beetroot and tomato with a litle mustard 
and cress. Finish with an outer circle of 
tufts of watercress. Serve salad cream 
or mayonnaise separately Ingredients 
can be varied to suit individual taste, 
Sliced carrot or shredded heart of cab- 
bage can be substituted for some of the 
other veeetables, but always work in 
circles and let something green alternaic 
with a colour. 


Rice and Sausage Salad 


MotsTEN some cooked rice with salad 
cream. add a few capers (or finely 
chopped pickle) and a litle chopped 
parsicy, then mix in some sliced cooked 
sausages. Press into a basin and when 
ready to serve turn owt, in the centre of 
a bow!. surround with shredded ‘ettucc. 
little heaps of green peas (or beans). and 
diced carrot moistened with mayonnaise 
Garnish with tomato: and tufis of water- 
Cress. 


Cheese and Tomato Salad 


ALLOW one tomato per person and cut 
across 3 or 4 times, not Quite io the base, 
so that they open out like a water bily 
Put a cheese ball in the centre of each 
and place on individua pigies On a bed 
of lettuce. Surround with potato salad 
then a border of grated raw carrot with 
more cheese balls at intervals. Garnish 
with siced radishes and tufts of water- 
cress. and serve with mayonnaise and 
more grated cheese. 


For the Cheese Balls for 4 people, 
Moisten a teacupful of erated cheese 
with salad cream or top~milk. wet 
hands roll inte tiny balls and sprinkle 
lightly with chopped pars'cy 

Soft Cream Cheese simply rol'ed into 
tiny balls can Bde used insiecad.

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Solomon’s Temple 


By “AUNTIE” 


N Sunday we enter the sad 
riod Three 
ecks, which commemorates 

the destruction of Jerusalem and of 
our beautiful Temple. You know that 
the Temple was built by King 
Solomon and it stood for nearly 500 
years. I thought that to-day we might 
try to call to mind how the Temple 
was built in the wise king's reign. 

It was started in the fourth year of 
the reign, on a site on the heights of 
Mount Zion. Solomon made a treaty 
with Hiram, King of Tyre, who agreed 
to supply cedar and cypress trees, and 
these were floated down to Joppa, the 
nearest port to Jerusalem, In return, 
King Solomon sent corn and oil! to 
Hiram. The best workmen of both 
countries were chosen to quarry the 
necessary stone and marble, which 
also were brought southwards, in big 
ships. 

For seven years the work of con- 
struction was carried on. The Temple 
rose as if by magic. No sound of 
hammering was heard, for the stones 
had been cut to the required shape in 
their quarries before being brought to 
Mount Zion to be fitted together. 

The building itself was made after 
the pattern of the old Tabernacle, 
but on a larger scale. First came

the large outer court, containing the 


huge brazen altar for sacrifices; this 
court served as the place of assembly 
for the people. Three times a year— 
on Pesach, Shavuot, and Succot—all 
Israelites attended to present their 
offerings, the fruits of harvest and the 
best of the flocks. 


As you can imagine, a great many 
people were employed in the duties 
of the Temple. First came the High 
Priest and his family, descended from 
Aaron, then the Levites. Some helped 
in the offering of sacrifices, others 
were on guard at the entrances and 
the courts, and some watched over the 
Treasury, We must not forget the 
musicians and singers who praised 
God with the sound of the trumpet, 
the psaltery, and the harp. 


The Golden Altar 


Behind the great altar in the 
outer court was another court, 
im which were the golden altar 


for burnt incense, the golden candle- 
stick, and the table for the shewbread. 
Separated from this court by a cur- 
tain was a small inner chamber, the 
Holy of Holies. Here rested the Ark 
of the Covenant, containing the two 
tables of the Law. The cover for the 
Ark was decorated with cherubim 
made of pure gold. Only once a year 
was the Holy of Holies entered: 
on Yom Kippur, when the High Priest 
went in to offer the incense. 

After the completion of the Temple, 
King Solomon, wishing to dedicate it 
to God's service, selected the Festival 
of Succot for the occasion, since all 
the men of Israel. would be coming to 
bring their offerings at that time. 

He assembled all the people and, 
stretching out his hands to heaven, 
said: “Lord God of Israel, there 1s 
no God like Thee in heaven above or 
on earth beneath.” He begged that 
men should turn their hearts to God 
and seek Him in repentance. 

And im conclusion he said to the 
people : “ Let your hearts therefore be 
perfect with the Lord our God to 
walk jn His statutes and to keep His 
commandments as at this day.”

The fifteenth annual general mectine of Meta!

BAVARIAN STATEMENT ON AUERBACH CASE 
Official Reply to “ J.C.” Criticism 


From our Correspondent 


MUNICH 

The Bavarian authorities have denied 
allegations that they are exploiting the 
Auerbach affair to bring about a revision 
of the restitution legislation. 

This denial is contained in a lengthy 
siatement, prepared by the Office of the 
Public Prosecutor in conjunction with the 
Siate Ministry of Justice, and intended 
as a reply to criticism of the Bavarian 
authorives for their handling of the 
Auerbach case. voiced recently in THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


The statement, handed to me last weck- 
end. asserts that the first inquiries into 
Dr. Auerbach’s activities were made in 
March. 1950. when he was head of the 
Bavarian State Restitution Office. Dr. 
Auerbach, the statement adds. was then 
believed to be implicated in the illegal 
import of goods, the embezzlement of 
Jewish assets. and fraudulent and corrupt 
practices at the Restitution Office. 

These investigations, according to the 
Public Prosecutor, confirmed. the sus- 
that Dr.. Auerbach, a former 
eader of the Munich Jewish community, 
had committed punishable offences, but 
there was insufficient evidence to make 
a formal charee. New evidence was 
received in September and # then became 
clear that only an examination of the 
fies of the Restitution Office could yield 


conclusive evidence. The office was 
occupied by police in January. 

The Public Prosecutor describes the 
Auerbach affair as the “ biggest case of 
corruption in Bavaria since the war,” and 
one which required a lengthy investiga- 
ton. 

He denies that the Bavarian authorities 
became interested in Dr. Auerbach’s con- 
duct at the Gross-Rosen concentration 
camp—he is alleged to have maltreated 
his fellow-Jews there—only after his 
arrest. Investigations into the matter, i 
is stated, based on charges made by Mr. 
Bernard Klieger, editor of ATID. a 
Belgian Jewish newspaper, had in fact 
been almost concluded at the time of 
Dr. Auerbach’s arrest. 

Dr. Auerbach, the statement continues. 
was arresied because he intended to 
escape. Dr. Auerbach’s own lawyer is 
alleged to have told the examining 
magistrate that his client would try to 
leave the country if released from prison. 
But Dr. Awuerbach’s lawyer has denied 
making such a statement. 


In conclusion, the Bavarian authorities | 


deny that they are exploiting the Auerbach 
case to support their efforts to amend 
“ harsh clauses of the Restitution Law. 
The Bavarian authorities announced 
this week that they had dropped the 
Gross-Rosen camp charges against Dr. 
Auerbach. Evidence submitied by the 
Belgian Attorney-General, it was stated, 
was.found to be contradictory. 


GERMANY READY FOR

CONVENTION ON STATUS OF REFUGEES

GeNEVA—Wednesday 
The Conference of Plenipotentiaries 
now in session here to complete a draft 
Convention on the Status of Refugees and 
Stateless Persons yesterday referred to a 
working committee a West German 
amendment to the Article defining the 


term “ refugee,” which would place war 
criminals within the scope of the 
Convention. 


The amendment, which sought to 
eliminate from the draft the provision that 
a person who commitied a crime specified 
in the London Charter of the International 
Military Tribunal shall not qualify as a 
refugee, was strongly opposed by Israel, 


which is represented on the working com. 
mittee. 

Much consideration has been given this 
week to defining the term “ refugee.” In 
its clause-by-clause examination of the 
relevant Article, the Conference, in 


effort to secure unanimous agreement, has 
decided to apply the term to those who 
were refugees “in Europe, or in Europe 
and other continents, depending on a 
Statement to be made by each contracting 
State at the time of signature and acces- 
sion.” Several delegates had previously 
urged that the scope of the Convention be 
limited to those who-were refugees as a 
result of events occurring “in Europe “ 
before January 1, 1951. The Arab 
delegates, however, stressed the need of 
having a Convention which would apply 
to all refugees and not merely to those in 
Europe. 

The conference has, among other things, 
adopted Articles safeguarding the right of 
refugees to travel documents, governing 
the transfer of assets by refugees, and 
safeguarding refugees who enter countries 
unlawfully to avoid persecution.

RESETTLEMENT OF IRAQI JEWS 
Absorption Difficulties in Israel 


From our Own Correspondent 


Tet Aviv 

When the last ‘plane from Baghdad 
carrying Jewish immigrants touches down 
at Lydda airport shorily it will mark the 
end of the largest transfer of population in 
the shortest time in the history of the 
world. By the end of June 106,662 Jews 
had been transferred from Iraq, most of 
them in a few months. 

The problem of absorbing the Iraqi 
Jews is greater, in some respects, than 
that facing other uprooted communities. 
The Iraqi Jews are proud of their 3,000- 
year-old history; caste means much to 
them; and they are not so flexible or 
adaptable as, for example, the Yemeni 
Jews. 

They can be divided into four groups: 
§ per cent who belong to the propertied 


himself more than capable of holding a 
similar position in Isracl. But he knows 
practically no Hebrew and asks what he 
and his family will live on while he is 
learning the language. 

Mr. Kadoorie Levy, who was an official 
on the Iraqi railways, lives with his wife 
and three children at Kfar Una, near 
Sakich. He had a villa which cost him 
£12,000 and which he sold shortly 
before he left for £3,500. The moncy 
was frozen and he came with nothing. 
Like other Iraqi Jews he is voicing his 
demands strongly to parties competing in 
the election campaign. ee 

The arrival of the Iraqi community in 
Israel is the beginning of their story, not 
the end. The help they need for their 
rehabilitation and integration in Israel 
is far greater than was required for their 
transport.

per cent professionals, including 500 
teachers, some high-level officials, a few 
doctors, a small number of rabbis, and

Kighty per cent are accommodated in 
ma’abarot, the rest hve in towns with 
relatives or have other accommodation 
They are mainly working on afforestation 
and as hired Jabourers at an average wage 
of just over [£2 daily, and an average 
working week of four days, from which 
they pay 144 a month rem for their tent, 
a contribution to the Histadrut, and a 
nominal municipal tax, as a symbol of 
their citizenship. This leaves littl mar- 
gin, if any, to support their families. 
After more prosperous conditions in Irag 
they find the new conditions leave much 
to be desired

Rumanians, to which thousands of (rag! 
Jews were sent, they found that althoug 
they comprised a majority of the popu- 
lation, as late-comers they were not 
represented on the local committees. 
They complained that many of the jobs 
for which they considered themselves 
suitable were going to non-lragis. The 
climax came last week when an Iraqi 
Was reported to have assaulied a labour 
exchange official Several hundred Iraqis 
staged a demonstration outside the 
Jewish Agency building in Tel Aviv 
demanding housing and work, and alleg- 
ing discrimination against them. 

As a result of my visit to Sakich I am 
satisfied that no discrimination is, in fact, 
practised by any officials. When I spoke 
to a Rumanian family and asked them 
how they mixed with the lragis, one of 
the women shrugged her shoulders and 
said: “| walk away when they are there. 
1 am afraid to have anything to do with 
them. They even use knives against each 
other.”’ 

Shimeon Balas is a typical example of 
a “ problem” inhabitant. He has a wife 
and three children and a mother to keep. 
He held a high position in the Iraqi
